96th CONGRESS 
2D SESSION H.R. 7747 


To amend the Communications Act of 1934 to prohibit the unauthorized intercep- 
tion and use of subscription telecommunications and to protect the privacy of 
the users of such telecommunications. 


IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 

July 2, 1980 
Mr. Preyer introduced the following bill; which was referred jointly to the 
Committees on Interstate and Foreign Commerce and the Judiciary 


A BILL 


To amend the Conmunications Act of 1934 to prohibit the unauthorized interception 
,and use of subscription telecommunications and to protect the privacy of the users 
of such telecommunications. ‘ 

Befit enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of América in Congress assembled, That the Communications Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. 
15 et seq.) is amended by inserting after section 5 the following new section: 


“UNAUTHORIZED. INTERCEPTION AND USE OF SUBSCRIPTION TELECOMMUNICAT IONS 
"Sec. 6. (a)(1) Except as provided in paragraph (4), a person who- 

"(A) knowingly carries out an unauthorized interception of a subscription 
telecommunication; or : 

"(B) Knowingly attempts to carry out, or conspires to carry out, an 
unauthorized interception; shall be liable for civil penalties under subsection 
(b) and shall be subject to criminal penalties under subsection (c)(1). 

«(R) Except as provided in paragraph (4), a person who- 

"(A) knowingly carries out an unauthorizedinterception of a subscription 
telecommunication; and 

"(B) knowingly uses the subscription telecommunication for his own commercial 
advantage or financial gain, or for the commercial advantage or financial gain 
of any other person; 
shall be liable for civil penalties under subsection (b) and shall be subject to 
criminal penalties under subsection (c)(2). 

"(3) For purposes of this Subsection the interception of a subscription 
re eco o by any person shall not be considered an unauthorized interception 
Ye "(A) such person is the originator of the subscription telecommunication, or 

S agent; 

"(B) such person has agreed to pay a fee or charge to the person originating 
the subscription telecommunication, or his agent, for the use of the subscription 
telecommunication; 

"(C) such person has entered into any other contractual arrangement or any 
other agreement under which such person is entitled to receive the subscription 
telecommunication from the person originating the subscription telecommunication, 
or his agent; or 

"(D) such person has reasonable cause to believe that such person is entitled 
to receive the subscription telecommunication from the person originating the 
subscription telecommunication, or his agent. 


"(4) The provisions of paragraph (1) and paragraph (2) shall not apply to any 
interception which is authorized under chapter 119 of title 18, United States Code. 

"(b)(1)(A) Except as provided in subparagraph (B), any person who is aggrieved 
by any violation of subsection (a) may commence a civil action for actual damages, 
for damages under paragraph (2), and for equitable relief against the person who 
alleged to have committed the violation. 

"(B) No civil action may be commenced under subparagraph (A) after the end 
of the 2-year period follwoing the date of the discovery of the alleged violation, 
or the 7-year period following the date of the occurrence of the alleged violation, 
whichever occurs first. 

"(2) Any person who violates subsction (a) shall be liable to any aggrieved 
person for damages in the amount of $100 per day for each day in which the violation 
occurs, except that any damages awarded under this paragraph shall not be more 
than $1000. 

"(3) In any civil action under this subsection in which the ‘court dertermines 

, that the plaintiff has substantially prevailed, the court may assess against 
the defendant reasonable attorney fees and other costs of litigation reasonably 
incurrdd, and the court may award, for a violation.of subsection (a)(2), such 
punitive damages as it considers appropriate. Any punitive damages awarded by a 
court under this paragraph shall be in addition to any other damages or equitable 
relief awarded by the court under this subsection. 

"(4) Any civil action under this subsection may be commenced in any United 
States district court of competent jurisdiction, without regard to the amount in 
controversy, or in any other court of competent jurisdiction. 

"(c)(1) Any person who violates subsection (a)(1) shall be fined not more 
than $25,000, or imprisoned for not more than 1 year, or both. 

"(2) Any person (other than an individua) who violates subsection (a)(2) 
shall be fined not more than $1,000,000. Any individual who violates subsection 
(a)(2) shall be fined not more than $250,000, or imprisoned for not more than 
eighteen month, or both. If the conviction is for a violation committed after the 
first conviction of the indivdual under this paragraph, the individual shall be 
jie not more than $250,000, or imprisoned for not more than forty months, or 

th. 

"“(d) The penalties established in this section shall be in lieu of any 

penalties established in any other provision of this Act. 


"(e) For purposes of this section: 

"(1) The term 'basic telecommunications service’ means that basic two-way 
switched voice telephone service which is provided as an interstate telecommunications 
service on the effective date of this section and which is provided on a unversal 
basis to the general public. Such term includes any other interstate 
telecommunications service which the Commission, from time to time, determines by 
rule is recognized as an essential part of an efficient nationwide system of basic 
telecommunications. 

"(2) The term 'interception'means the receipt of any subscription telecommuni- 
cations. 

"(3) The term ‘subscription telecommunication' means any telecommunication, 
other than basic telecommunications service, which is intended for receipt 
in intelligible form only by a person who has agreed to pay a fee or charge to 
the person originating the telecommunication, or his agent, and any other tele- 
communication, incident to such telecommunication. 

*(4) The term 'telecommunication' means any transmission, emmission, or 
reception of signs, signals, writings, images, and sound or intelligence of any 
nature by wire, radio, optical, or other electromagnetic systems."

Legis- 
lators usually know the organization's position already. The 
individual citizen's letter is more influential than the letter 
obviously inspired by an organization. 


3. Don't repeat slogans or phrases from a newsletter or form letter. 
Your own words make the crucial difference. 


4. Make it a peze or less, covering only one subject, written in your 
own words and including thoughts of your own. 


5. Refer to the bill by its number and name. 


6. Tell the legislator exactly what you want him to do, and give your 
reasons. 


7. Ask the legislator to tell you his position on the matter: "Will 
you support this legislation?" or "Will you oppose this legislation?" 


8. When the legislator replies, write a follow-up letter to re-emphasize 
your position and give your reaction to the congressman's answer. 


9. Don't send carbon copies or Xerox copies of your letters to save 
time. At the risk of writer's cramp or typist's knuckles, write to 
each senator and congressman individually because it is the only way 
to be taker seriously and to get a good answer.

LETTER TO THE ALASKAN CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION 


Dear Senator (Representative) i 
REFERENCE: HR-7747 To amend the Communications Act of 1934 to prohibit 
the unauthorized interception and use of subscription 
telecommunications and to protect the privacy of 
users of such telecommunications. 


The members of the Anchorage Amateur Radio Club, collectively and individually, 
request that you vigorously oppose passage of HR-7747, an ammendment to the 
Communications Act of 1934, that is now before the House Committees on the Judiciary 
and on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. The proposed ammendment forbids reception 
of certain broadcasts under pain of heavy fine and/or imprisonment. The purpose 
of the Act seems to be the protection of certain commercial (TV) broadcasters. Note 
that, only certain broadcasts are prohibited, not specific segments of the frequency 
spectrum. 


This fact, like the several gun control and prohibition schemes that have been 
tried, will stand no chance of accomplishing its objectives. On the contrary, it 
will, instead, have a very negative impact on the very purposes of the Act it 
intends, to ammend and, in a far more serious vein, may have very severe impact 
on free information transfer and freedom of the press. 


One very important "spin-off" of the Communications Act is the development 
of the Amateur Radio Service and all that it stands for. The list of innovative 
communication advances developed through Amateur experimentation is long and 
impressive, containing many techniques now used commercially and by the military. 
The Public Service activities of radio amateurs also constitutes an outstanding 
“spin-off" of the provisions of the original Act. Any, I repeat, any restriction 
of the provisions of the Act can only dampen the other parts and thereby defeat its 
purposes. The cost of protecting a few commercial interests is too great. 


A far more serious threat however, lies in the very nature of, and possible 
future expansion of the list of "forbidden broadcasts". The concept of licensed 
reception of transmissions is used in many countries of the world to suppress the 
acquisition of information. It is used as the main means of preventing the formation 
of an informed electorate and citizenry. Those countries that use the concept are 
not known for their support of democratic principles. Is there any real difference 
between forbidden broadcasts and forbidden newspapers or books? Are we about to 
take the first step in diminishing freedom of the press? Is the protection of 
a few commercial broadcasters worth this price. We think not, indeed, we are 
certain that it is not. 


Thank you for your consideration of this matter. We are looking forward to 
learning of your vigorous opposition to this ammendment.

Dear "Ed", 


I would like to take this space to spend a few minutes commenting 
on a situation which I believe needs to be addressed. The 
problem relates to use of the various repeaters in the area and 
their role in emergency communications. 


On approximately November 15, KL7HDS came upon a disturbance on a 
city street which required Police attention. An individual 
either under the influence of alcohol or drugs was in the road 
challenging vehicles. His life was in danger as drivers were 
unaware of his presence until he stepped in front of them. Pete 
attempted to break the conversation on the 34/94 machine but was 
not acknowledged. He gave up and tried the 90/30 and was unable 
to get an acknowledgment. While he was trying to break into a 
conversation, a CB'er with a hand-held walked up and raised the 
REACT group and the Police were dispatched, 


I have nothing against the CB organizations and believe in what 
the REACT group is doing. The point of the letter is however 
that as a group with much more going for us technically, we seem 
to have lost sight of the public service capabilities we possess. 

‘We need to stop and consider our operating habits and how they 
relate to our capabilities. I propose the following for improv- 
ing our abilities to be ready when needed. 


1. When using a repeater for general conversation (the repeat- 
ers are open for that unless closed for emergency use) PLEASE 
pause long enough for a breaker to get into the conversation, 


2. When Resab eng into a conversation for the purpose of 
general conversation, give your call when breaking. The stat- 
ion using the repeater will know who is breaking and that you 
just want to comment. i 


3. When breaking into a conversation with EMERGENCY or. 
PRIORITY traffic use the word BREAK. This way the stations 
using the machine will know you want immediate attention, 


4. If you are capable of working the other station on simplex 

why not QSY to a simplex channel and not tie up the repeater 

It seems such a waste to hear 2 mobile stations talking thru 

the Fapeeece when they are following each other down the 
ghway. 


I am guilty of not conforming to all the above suggestions myself 
and I don't offer these suggestions in a condeming way. I sug- 
gest them only to stimulate action toward solving the above 
problem. Now don't pick on me when I screw up!

T now have -two blankets and an air 
splint for an arm or leg. The reason for these items to be in the van 
at all times is because most people with outdoor hobbies don't have the 
capabilities to transfer an injured party off Hatcher Pass, for instance, 
where an ambulance could meet them. Again, I stress the point that the 
van is not posing as a legal ambulance, but the injured party would be 
in where it is warm on a cot and out of the weather. We all know that 
that is half of the battle against shock. Right now I'ma majority of 
one ( hi hi ) as without a newsletter no one knows about the Club, van 
or me. I need help in letting people know what I'm trying to start up 
and would take kindly to any input from anyone with ideas. My telephone 
number is 338-2175 eves. and I'm on some of the nets each night Monday 
through Fridays. I do have enough radio equipment to meet the needs which 
might arise. 


I hope I haven't taken up to much room but I wanted to tell you 
what it is I'm doing and where we'll be heading. I'm keeping a logbook 
of where I've been which includes a trip to Cantwell on a weekend. It was 
an overnight outing for the wife and I, but at the same time, the van 
was equipped for an emergency. I have also been walking some of the hiking 
paths in Anchorage where the AFD told me that a lot of crime is always 
taking place. Later on when some of this gets more organized, I would 
like to patrol through the parking lots at ASU where some of our young 
ladies are being robbed, or worse, raped. 


Jay Mead, our new M.A.R.A. President and the Union heads have given 
me whole-hearted support. It has been a big help as you know how hard it 
is to find somebody to do something other than set in their easy chair and 
applaud your solitary efforts while doing nothing (themselves). Does that 
sound familiar??? Thank you for this space in your busy day by reading this 
piece and for the space in your newletter.
